A man has been sent home 
from the hospital to recover from 
wounds he incurred after he was 
shot in a botched robbery attempt 
Thursday night 

The 50-year-old Grand Rapids 
man was shot after he cashed a 
check at the Metro House of 
Liquor at 7099 Wayne Road at 
about 1:16 a.m., according to 
police. As he attempted to get in 
his vehicle in the parking lot, a 
suspect described as a black male 
in his mid-to-late 20s approached 
him and demanded his wallet 

The victim refused, and was 
shot said Lt John Leacher of the 
Romulus Police Department 

“(The victim) was walking past 
thd suspect when he was told to 
give up his wallet” he said. “He 
was grabbed from behind when 
he didn’t give up the wallet The 
bullet entered his right buttocks 
area” 

The shooter then fled from the 
store parking lot in a red sports 
utility vehicle. Police said anoth¬ 
er suspect was driving the vehicle 
because the shooter entered the 
passenger side. However, neither 
suspect could be seen because 
the windows were tinted, police

A tax break delayed is not tax 
break denied. 

That’s how officials represent¬ 
ing the Romulus Engine Plant 
looked at the situation after the 
city council voted unanimously 
to grant the automaker a tax 
break on $37 million worth of 
improvements it intends to make 
at the plant during the next two 
years. 

The council elected not to fol¬ 
low the recommendation of the 
Romulus Assessor’s office that 
su^ested a six-year, 50 percent 
tax break and opted for the full 
20 . 

‘They are the largest taxpayer 
in the city, and there were 68 jobs 
at stake, and that was a deciding 
factor,” said Councilman 
Randolph (5ear “We have a lot of 
people in that plant that came to 
Romulus from Flint. They’ve 
been displaced before.” 

Tax abatement votes have to 
be unanimous, and council mem¬ 
bers Charles Miller and Debbie 
Romak voted against the six-year 
abatement 


said. 

The suspect did not get away 
with any money. The victim was 
taken to Annapolis Hospital, and 
later transported to the 
University of Michigan Hospital 
in Ann Arbor for treatment. 
Though doctors decided not to 
remove the bullet, the victim is 
expected to make a full recovery. 

Leacher said the department 
has not received a single tele¬ 
phone call that has generated a 
solid lead, and that no arrest has 
been made in the case. If appre¬ 
hended, both suspects would like¬ 
ly be charged with robbery and 
assault with a deadly weapoa 

Leacher said that although 
liquor and party stores can be a 
hotbed for crime, the store where 
the shooting occurred has not had 
a lot of incidents. 

“I can’t remember anything 
happening there with any regu¬ 
larity,” he said. 

The shooter was described as 
bald, about 6-feet 2-inches tall 
and weighing 220 pounds. He was 
wearing a red shirt the night of 
the shooting.

When Sam Craincross first 
started to work at the Fbrd Motor 
Co., the union hall where they 
celebrated his retirement didn’t

Michigan Avenue was-very dif¬ 
ferent than it is today: the 
Michigan Truck plant where 
Craincross retired last week as 
plant chairman was a relatively 
small warehouse.

But that was in 1966 and 
Craincross was just two weeks 
out of high school. 

“We grew up together at this 
plant,” said Jeff Washington, 
president of U.A.W. Local 900, 
which serves union members at

“I admired him for his ability

Craincross was bom on April 
14, 1947 in Putney, W. Va. The 
ninth of 12 children, he moved to 
Michigan after he graduated 
from Charleston West Virginia 
High School in 1966. He started 
to work at the plant right away. 


but took a four-year hiatus to join 
the Air Force and serve in Viet 
Nam. 

When he returned, he mar¬ 
ried his wife, Sheila, and bought 
a house in Wayne. 

Throughout his long career, 
he was active in the community, 
too, according to Wayne Mayor Al 
Haidous. As a member of the 
Wayne Jaycees, he helped build 
the horseshoe pits at Jaycee Park 
on Annapolis and Second Street 
He served on the Festival 
Committee. He ran the fishing 
derby at the old city pool and the 
haunted house. He ran bike safe¬ 
ly courses with the Wayne Police 
Department He was active in 
community politics, too, and 
helped out with other civic orga¬ 
nizations like the Civitans, the 


Veterans of Foreign Wars and the 
Kiwanis Club. 

“He did a lot in the communi¬ 
ty,” Haidous said. 

On the job, he was remem¬ 
bered as a good union man, a 
loyal friend and a hard worker 
with a good sense of humor 
“He was a visionary,” said 
Frank Foley, the former plant 
manager who worked with 
Craincross off and on for more 
than 30 years. “He was a great 
guy to work with. He could see 
the future; he knew how impor¬ 
tant it was to work with the union 
and the management” 

Foley credited Craincross , 
who was elected as plant chair¬ 
man in 1984, with working him to 
make the various expansions at 
the Wayne Fbrd plants as smooth 


as possible. The facilities now 
rank among Fbrd’s largest in the 
world. 

“He helped me make them 
successful,” Foley said. 

Sheila said the couple was 
looking forward to taking life 
easy for a while. They may do 
some traveling, she said, but for 
now they would transition from 
their house in Michigan to one 
they own in Florida 

Darryl Nolen is the new plant 
chairman at the Michigan Truck 
plant; he was elected earlier this 
year after Craincross announced 
that he would retire at the end of 
his term. Washington said he’d 
have tough shoes to fill. 

“He (Craincross) made a lot of 
gi-eat things happen here,” he 
said.

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Familiar face seeks 
council seat, changes

Longtime Romulus i^esident 
Leo Knasiak said he is seeking 
election to the city council to 
right some wrongs he sees 
going on the city 

Knasiak has previously 
campaigned for election as 
mayor and to the Romulus 
Coiamunity School Board. He 
said he is a proponent for big 
changes at city halL 

The first of those would be 
to change the form of govern¬ 
ment fix)m an elected mayor to 
a city manager-council, he said. 

“There’s a lot of things that 
happen because we have an 
elected mayor,” he said. “There 
is a lot of cronyism that hap¬ 
pens in the city, and there’s a 
problem with mayors that are 
making decisions to get re¬ 
elected.” 

An appointed city manager is 
hired by the full council and 
reports to that body. That person 
would be in the city’s employ 
until they choose to leave or are 
terminated. Professional man¬ 
agers, Knasiak said, would not 
be as vulnerable to political 
ploys and would be better able 
to represent citizens. 

It would require a change in 
the city charter, which would 


require a majority vote by the 
rest of the council. 

Knasiak would also intro¬ 
duce term limits to the city. 

‘Term limits for appointed 
commissioners and elected 
officials would help insofar as 
bringing the government to the 
citizens,” he said. “Right now, 
the commissioners can stay for 
a long time, and they might not 
fully represent the communi¬ 
ty.” Knasiak also said there are 
far to many relatives of elected 
officials and former employees 
serving on various city commis¬ 
sions. 

Blight is another big prob¬ 
lem for the city, Knasiak said. 
Though the city has cleaned up 
some properties, Knasiak said 
the present ordinance does not 
address the problems in a 
cohesive way. 

“What we need is a compre¬ 
hensive blight ordinance that 
would force businesses and 
residents to clean up their 
property 365 days a year,” he 
said. “And we don’t have that 
We have an ordinance that 
specifies that people go out 
and clean up the city one day a 
year, and that’s insufficient We 
need something that will man¬ 
date that properties be kept in 
an acceptable manner” 

Knasiak said what sets him

apart from other candidates 
are his familiarity with busi¬ 
ness and government policies 
and his educatioa 

“I dealt with these sorts of 
things, like budgets, for all of 
my professional life,” he said. 
“I have the knowledge that is 
needed on council. I have 
more than 30 years of financial 
management experience 
behind me.” 

Now retired for seven years, 
Knasiak worked for Ford 
Motor Co. until his retirement 
There, he crunched numbers 
for the controller’s office and 
managed a financial staff for 
the automaker 

Knasiak began his career 
with Ford after he graduated 
with honors from Eastern 
Michigan University with a 
bachelor’s degree in finance 
and business management He 
has lived in Romulus for the 
past 20 years. 


Candidate touts 
youth, enthusiasm

Christopher Walock might be 
the youngest of the candidates 
vying for a city council seat in 
November, but that doesn’t 
mean he’s short on ideas about 
how to improve the quality of 
services in the city. 

Walock, 25, and a 10-year resi¬ 
dent of Romulus, said he hopes 
the city will recognize the need 
for new blood - and youthful 
enthusiasm - on the seven-mem¬ 
ber council when they go to the 
polls. 

“I bring some qualities that 
some of the candidates don’t 
have, and I know what will 
attract young people to the city,” 
he said. “I can look at this situa¬ 
tion from an outsider’s perspec¬ 
tive, and more residents is what 
we need.” 

Walock is a Realtor at 
Century 21 in Taylor He said his 
experience in real estate would 
be an asset if he were elected. 

“Being in real estate really 
gives a person a lesson about 
what people are looking for in a 
community,” he said. “People 
are looking for great homes, 
decent parks and recreation, 
and good schools, for starters. 
We have some of those things. 


but there are some things we 
need.” 

A comprehensive approach 
to parks and recreation is one, 
he said. “I know that we will 
have a new recreation facility, 
but we still have some public 
parks in the city that are not in 
good shape,” he said. 

‘The parks program is one of 
the worst I’ve ever seen,” he 
said. He also said the need for 
new recreation programs - espe¬ 
cially for children - children 
would be something he would 
advocate for if elected. 

Walock said he would dig 
deep into the city budget to see 
if there are more funds to put 
into parks and would seek to re¬ 
allocate funds for that purpose, 
he said. 

Another area the city needs 
to work on is its approach to eco- 
nomic development, said 
Walock 

“I think the city is focusing 
too much on business develop¬ 
ment and not enough on resi¬ 
dential development’ he said. 
“There is some residential 
development - that has 
improved. But I think we need 
to court new residents first The 
city is doing the opposite of that 
and focusing on business.” 

Currently, there are about 500

homes under construction, 
according to city estimates, but- 
luring more developers to build 
more homes would help build 
the tax base, said Walock 

‘We have fared a little better 
than some municipalities, but 
there is a state budget crisis, and 
we have to do more with less,” 
he said. “Getting more residents 
in here will attract the business¬ 
es, and that will build out tax 
base so we can do some of the 
things that need to be done. The 
growth needs to be citizen- 
based.” 

Walock also development can 
lead to improved public facili¬ 
ties, which will make the com¬ 
munity more attractive to peo¬ 
ple seeking a place to live. 

Walock is a graduate of the 
Southgate Community Schools 
and attended Eastern Michigan 
University for one year. The real 
estate bug bit him about five 
years ago, he said.

engine, said plant manager Steve 
Somers. The $37 million in 
improvements will include 
machinery upgrades and 
rebuilding machines to accom¬ 
modate the new engine. The 


abatement will not create any 
new jobs at the facility, which is 
located on E)corse Road. 

The abatement is only valid 
for the taxable value of the 
upgrades and is valid for 12 
years. The break gives the 
automaker a 50 percent reduc¬ 
tion on taxes that would be paid 
on the improvements for the 
entire 12 years.

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Hearings set to enforce new 
Wayne blight ordinance

Officials in the Cily of Wayne 
will have a better idea of how 
well their latest attempt to fight 
blight in the city is working next 
week. 

The city will host two proceed¬ 
ings on Aug 9 resulting flx)m the 
implementation of the dangerous 
building ordinance, according to 
Peter Mclnerney, community 
development director for Wayne. 
The first is the latest round of 
hearings in front of the hearing 
officer, former fire chief Mike 
O’Briea The second is the appeal 
on behalf of the first two proper¬ 
ties cited under the ordinance, 
which was enacted last year. 

“It’s going to be a big day for 
us,” Mclnerney said. 

It will be the first meeting of 
the appeal board, the second 


the dangerous building ordi¬ 
nance. That ordinance was put in 
place last year to give the city 
another tool to help fight blight, 
Mclnerney said. It allows the city 
to ticket property owners for 
buildings that are vacant with no 
attempts to lease or sell them 
within she months. It’s designed to 
give the city more authority to 
govern buildings that are dilapi¬ 
dated and pose a public health 
risk, according to Mclnerney. If 
those properties are not fixed up, 
the city has the ability to tear 
them down and add the cost of 
the demolition to the property 
owner’s tax rolls. 

“They still own the property,” 
Mclnerney said. 

Among the first two cases, 
heard by O’Brien in May, were 
the properties at 5320 Moore St 
and another on Carlisle Parkway. 
“He (O’Brien) ordered them 


However some work is being 
done on the Carlisle property 
which could forestall that. The 
city has since been offered the 
Moore Street property by Wayne 
County throu^ the tax reversion 
process. They city council 
approved last month a $10,000 
expenditure to buy the property. 
But Mclnemy said it makes more 
sense to tear it down before they 
actually get the deed to the land, 
which would be in the fall. 

“There’s been no appeal 
there,” he said. “It (the purchase) 
is an indication that we’re soon 
going to act on it, but it’s better to 
bring it down as if it were private¬ 
ly owned,” he said. 

The land will most likely be 
sold in the spring, to make way 
for a new home. But Mclnerney 
said a measurement of the lot 
shows that it’s 90 feet wide - it 
could be divided into two parcels

Woodbrook, behind the Rite-Aide 
store. 

“There’s activity there," 
Mclnerney said of the Woodbrook 
home. “They’ve talked to the city 
attorney” 

Mclnerney said, though, the 
ultimate goal of the ordinance is 
not to necessarily tear down all 
the blighted structures, but to get 
the landowners to fix them up. 

“The ordinance seems to be 
working,” he said.

A new expanded alternative 
education program for the Van 
Buren Public School District will 
be ready to start with the upcom¬ 
ing school year 

“The staff is addressing con¬ 
cerns and questions on a daily 
basis and during this next week 
we’re really going to crank things 
up,” said Saul Davis, principal of 
the program. “I think it’s going to 
be a top-notch program that is stu¬ 
dent centered and innovative as 
can be to serve the community 
well” 

David said a recent meeting at 
Belleville High School to discuss 
any concerns about the alternative 
education program was well 
attended and ended on a positive 
note. 

“Many parents had questions 
about how similar this program 
will be to the high school’s cur¬ 
riculum,” he said. “I explained to 
them that the approach is differ¬ 
ent. The curriculum is more 
career-oriented with a vocational 
focus that uses other tools to help 
kids learn better. It’s an alterna¬ 
tive for students who may be at- 
risk and in need of a different way 


to earn their high school diplo¬ 
ma.” 

Program offerings include an 
education in state core subjects, 
vocational training, tutoring, flexi¬ 
ble scheduling, career counseling, 
a chance to earn college credits 
and other educational opportuni¬ 
ties, according to the district 

“It’s flexible and creative so 
that a student has the will in earn¬ 
ing a diploma, especially if they’re 
behind,” said Davis. 

Davis said he is also research¬ 
ing other ways to add value to the 
program, like workshops, grants 
and partnerships to enhance ser¬ 
vices to the alternative program 
students. 


“I would like to make sure that 
the teachers we get are skilled 
and current and once that’s done, 
anything that might add value to 
the program will be worked on,” 
he said. 

Since school board members 
approved an alternative educa¬ 
tion program for the district, they 
have decided to house it in three 
portable classrooms at the voca¬ 
tional education facility on 
Sumpter Road. Two of the units 
will house the ninth to 12th grade 
program and the other unit will 
house offices and the seventh and 
eighth grade program 

“We anticipate at least 100 stu¬ 
dents and there’s already been

, Last week, the funding requested was approved by the U.S House 
•412^. 

' Among the projects: $880,000 for Van Buren Township to widen 
Belleville Road between lyier and Ecorse roads. The City of’Wayne 
.will get $100,000 to repair Laurenwood Street, a rapidly deteriorating 
roadway in one of its upscale subdivisions. Westland will get $2.5 mil¬ 
lion for improvements on Ann Arbor Trail - funds it may try to stretch 
to make an upgrade on Cherry Hill Road - and Canton will get money 
to widen that same road within its borders, about $1.6 million worth. 
The cash-strapped City of Northville will get $400,000 for improve¬ 
ments to Taft Road, north of Ei^t Mile Road; it’s arguably one of its 
busiest streets and in the worst shape.

State plan disregards facts 

Those who need another example for the need for more local gov¬ 
ernment control should look no further than the City of Wayne. 

Officials there looked forward to a major road reconstruction pro¬ 
ject - a complete rebuild of more than a mile of Michigan Avenue that 
includes the deteriorating section in their downtowa 

They looked forward to it, that is, until they learned earlier this 
year that the Michigan Department of Transportation (MDOT) 
planned to reconstruct it with asphalt, rather than the concrete that is 
on the eastbound portion of the road. 

They acted quickly, sending a letter that highlighted their concerns 
to the state: the heavy truck traffic that rolls down the road, making the 
street as pedestrian friendly as possible. They also wanted assurance 
that the project would be complete in one construction cycle. They 
want a concrete road and asked for the right to pay the difference. 

In that, they were shot dowa 

In a letter to the city, Gloria Jeff, director of MDOT, said the state 
could not allow that “Such an allowance could lead to pavement 
selection based on an individual community’s ability to add funding, 
rather than the technical merits of each material,” the letter said. The 
material is decided by a formula, which is the same for everyone. 

Hope is not lost, though. Wayne officials pointed out that the traffic 
counts were taken east of Wayne Ftoad, when a majority of the heavy 
truck traffic hits Michigan Avenue west of Elizabeth Street, where the 
industrial sector starts up. They requested a new study that takes that 
into account - provided it was done at a time when the Ford Motor Co. 
plants were up and running. 

That they would need to point those things out shows that they have 
a better handle of the type of road that would benefit their community. 
They know the idiosyncrasies that general formulas can’t compute.

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Too quiet for comfort 


This column was written before the outcome of 
the primary election in Wayne was known, but that 
doesn’t matter because it still applies - no matter 
who won the contest 

Most residents know that three candidates filed 
for the office of mayor, prompting the primary. 
Incumbent A1 Haidous faced off against two chal¬ 
lengers: Marc Michalski and Dave Story. 

If there are residents who don’t know, well, that’s 
hardly surprising. There has been very little cam¬ 
paign activity - no signs, no literature in the mail 
There hasn’t even been a lot of political rhetoric 
from the podium during city council meetings. 

Yep, all is quiet on the campaign front 

I’ve talked to the candidates, who all in one way 
or another indicated that they would get more 
active in the campaign once the primary is decid¬ 
ed, and the choice is down from three to two. 

I understand the economics of if too. It goes 
back to the same general philosophy that has 
developers requesting study sessions from elected 
bodies before they get too involved with their 
plans; nobody wants to spend a lot of money to be 
told “no.’ 

Still, I’m vaguely disappointed in that approach. 
It doesn’t have anything to do with the potential for 
additional advertising revenue coming in to the 


paper, either. That’s somebody 
else’s department 

I’d just rather see someone 
work hard from the moment he or she decides to 
get involved with race, rather than wait until their 
position on the November ballot is confirmed. 

To me, it would show more interest in the office, 
the role that they may play in the future. I personal¬ 
ly have a hard time getting behind anyone who 
doesn’t at least take the time out to go to the meet¬ 
ings before the election. You can make the case 
that you don’t have to attend all of them, but during 
a campaign season candidates should - that’s got to 
be a bare minimum requirement 

There was a recent election in which a popular 
incumbent lost to an aggressive newcomer. In 
NorthviUe Township, Shirley Klokkenga was oust¬ 
ed from her seat on the board by Christopher 
Roosen, a guy who campaigned vigorously, some 
might say a^ressively. Klokkenga was out of town 
in the week prior to the election and for Election 
Day, itself 

Coincidence? Maybe, but I think township vot¬ 
ers simply saw someone they thought wanted the 
job more. 

That’s a difficult thing to judge here in Wayne, at 
least in this stage of the campaign.

There really is good news out there 


Even if the residents of Inkster don’t realize it, 
what happened at their school district is unprece¬ 
dented. 

Inkster Public Schools - as it was known in 2002 - 
was taken over by the State of Michigan to correct a 
$1.7 million debt District officials had subcontract¬ 
ed New York-based Edison Schools to bring the aca¬ 
demic standards back up to par with surrounding 
districts. That move rendered the elected school 
board essentially powerless. 

Since then, the district has come to symbolize 
several things: Voter rights, the effectiveness of pub¬ 
lic and for-profit educational partnerships, and the 
ability to halt dwindling enrollment in the face of 
the Schools of Choice law, among others. 

Today, a new superintendent has taken the reins 
of the 1,100-student district Next week, Howard 
Morris, the Wharton Business School graduate 
appointed by the state to return the schools to fiscal 
solvency, will pack his bags. 

Next week, the district will begin anew. There’s a 
good feeling about the district future, I think, for the 
first time in many months. 

Thomas Maridada, the consultant hired as super¬ 
intendent last month, said he wants to bring more 
certified teachers to the payroll. Jean Fuller - the 
school board president - hit the ground running last 
year by visiting the schools each day to learn more 


about what students and teach¬ 
ers are encountering in the class¬ 
room, and she continues until 
this day. 

But there’s still a lot of resentment in the commu¬ 
nity as well A community group has vowed to file a 
lawsuit to force the district to have new public inter¬ 
views of the superintendent because they feel the 
school board violated the Open Meetings Act during 
the last round. 

There’s also much said about Edison Schools. 
The management firm and the district, which 
entered into a five-year a contract in 2000, had a 
rough start after Edison made non-payment allega¬ 
tions, and the district accused the firm of not provid¬ 
ing essential books and computers to students. 

Mayor Hilliard Hampton - who urged the state to 
step in and look at the district - is also the subject of 
lingering hard feelings. He saw the problems at the 
schools as a major drawback for the city and it’s 
young people and he deserves credit for taking what 
must have been a politically difficult step at the 
time. 

Despite all of the hard feelings and troubles 
along the way, the district is in a far better position 
to succeed.

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New rules sheuld be: No more new rules

As everyone knows by now, the 
NHL players and owners reached 
and ratified a multi-year working 
agreement 

The biggest change will be the 
$39 million salary cap that will 
force teams to cut, scrape and let 
go of some pretty hefty salaries - 
and, in turn, cut loose some pretty 
good talent. On Monday, team 
brass were officially allowed to 
rummage through the bargain 
bins looking for deals of a life¬ 
time—as long as the players fit 
under their paltry canopy. 

Along with shrinking salaries, 
NHL officials have made several 
rule changes in hopes of making 
the game more fan-friendly—big¬ 
ger, faster, better. The rules are 
designed to open up the game, 
with a concentration on offense. 

First off, hockey is already one 
of, if not the most, fast-paced, 
exciting and grueling games in 
the sports world. Now they want 
to make it faster? 

The neutral zone length will 
shrink by 4 feet while the offen¬ 


sive zones grow by the same 
length. This will allow more room 
to play on offense and help play¬ 
ers score more goals, especially 
on power plays. So they say. 

A majority of shots during a 
man-advantage are taken from 
the blue line, which means it will 
actually be harder for to score 
from further away. Maybe next 
year they will allow laser-guided 
missiles in place of pucks. 
Actually, those haven’t proved to 
be all that accurate. 

Another way that the NHL is 
promoting higher scoring is by 
shrinking goalie pads and limiting 
where the goalie can handle the 
puck. Leg pads will be reduced to 
11 inches wide—a 1-inch cut. 
Other pads will also be smaller 
but no specifications were given. 
This could actually help. I bet 
Patrick Roy is happy he retired. 

The puck handling is a differ¬ 
ent story. There will be a new 
trapezoid shape painted behind 
the net, which is the only place— 
beside the crease—the goalie can 
handle the puck. Are referees 
going to have to blow the whistle 
every time the tip of the goalies 


skate crosses the trapezoidal 
zone? 

Another rule change will move 
the goal line back 2 feet to help 
force action from behind the goal 
to the front of it This seems like it 
would just cause more of a bottle¬ 
neck effect, resulting in more 
players piling up behind the net 
and more whistles blown. 

I thought we were looking for 
more playing and less whistle 
blowing 

The two rules I do like are the 
tag-up offside and the two-line 
pass changes. 

If anything opens up the 
offense it will be these two rules. 

Offside calls are the biggest 
obstacle for players. Now a player 
who crosses the blue line before 
the puck has the opportunity to 
retreat into the neutral zone and 
the cross the blue line. No whis¬ 
tle, no foul and no stop in action. 
This, along with the allowance of 
two-line passes, should provide 
for many more breakaways and 
odd-man rushes. That means 
more goals. 

The only problem with more 
goals is more whistles.

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There have been few films worth raving about this summer. 

In fact, the only good thing about this summer lineup thus far has 
been the previews, so make it a point to get to the theater early just to see 
them. 

It’s no different with the high-octane Stealth—Qie latest example fi'om 
whaf s been a crash-n-bum season for summer films. 

It may not be the fault of the film—that most of them are solidly 
made—but the fact that Hollywood has lost its originality. Most movies 
this summer have been cheesy adaptations of television shows 
(Bewitched, Dukes ofHazzard, etc.) or paltry remakes of past films 
(Charlie and the Chocolate Factory, Herbie, Bad News Bears, etc.). The 
rest, however, have been nothing more than a hodgepodge of other 
movies thrown together to make one (The Island). 

Stealth falls into the latter category, as well. It is an awkward cross 
between Top Gun, War Games and Behind Enemy Lines. All three have 
merits of their own but mixed together they only earn the distinction of a 
product of the ‘new’ Hollywood—^boring, anticlimactic and, if I didn’t 
mention it, boring 

It’s boring because it’s anticlimactic and it’s anticlimactic because, 
well, we’ve seen it all before. 

The previews looked promising, especially with three talented young 
actors on the rise, including Oscar winner Jamie Fbxx. Bbxx plays pilot 
Henry Purcell, a character for whom he uses the same voice he did for 
Ray Charles in Ray—the role that won him Best Actor honors last year 

Fbxx is Joined with Josh Lucas as Ben Garmon and Jessica Biel as 
Kara Wade. 

All three play elite pilots flying highly classified stealth fighter jets 
known as Talons for the Air Fbrce. They’re the country’s best of the best 
and they know it—much like the pilots in Top Gun. 

They are a close-knit trio, too, and are suspicious when their com¬ 
manding officer Capt George CXrmmings (Sam Shepard) wants to add a 
fourth wingmaa However, the added pilot is an artificial intelligence- 
based UCAV (Unmarmed Combat Aerial Vehicle) nicknamed EDI. 

Ben is mostly worried about the effect of taking human instinct and 
emotion out of the war equatioa 

However, when the Talons and EDI get their first call into action, EDI 
proves its worth in intelligence when it offers an alternative that helps 
complete the mission successfully. On the way back to the aircraft carrier, 
though, EDI is struck by lightning The shock to it’s system transforms the

The movie hits the brakes when the three super pilots are sent on an 
unexpected and unexplained vacation to Thailand. Then they are called 
back into action to take out a warlord in China with nuclear capabilities. 
CXimmings, who will stop at nothing to ensure the program’s success, 
sends EDI—despite his short-circuited condition—bn the missioa

Handsome and 
charming despite an eye for the ladies 
that ruined his marriage, Sarah wonders 
whether he might be a safer choice to 
trust her heart with than some unknown 
potential serial killer she met online. 

Despite challenges to the various rela¬ 
tionships from insecurity, lack of trust 
and chronic miscommunication, things 
eventually work themselves out—all they 
needed was a little help from Mother 
Theresa (don’t ask). 

While the film is a little shy on plot 
twists and unexpected consequences, its 
lighthearted style easily makes up for its 
predictability in humor, good acting from 
a stellar cast, and in good old fashioned 
charm. Anyone seeking a thought-pro¬ 
voking piece or insight into the meaning 
of life should keep looking, but other¬ 
wise, it comes highly recommended.

As much as Candice Finely 
would like for the Romulus Lady 
Ea^es to defeat every team they 
face on the hardwood this year, 
she knows it will be a challenge. 

Finley is stepping into some 
big shoes this season as the 
team’s new head coach.

6 Whaler players taken 
in 2005 NHL entry draft

Last weekend was a big day for aspiring 
hockey players as many took one step clos¬ 
er to accomplishing their dreams of play¬ 
ing in the NHL. 

Saturday was the NHEs Entry Draft 
and many local players, including six 
Plymouth Whalers—the most since 1995— 
were selected during the event 

Not all the draftees will hit the big- 
arena ice rigit away like the No.l overall 
pick, Sydney Crosby, probably will in 
Pittsburgh. Most of those selected will con¬ 
tinue playing in the minor leagues; some 
will head off to play for college and others 
on development teams until they earn that 
elusive, lucrative NHL contract 

Players like James Neal, who racked 
up 44 points with 18 goals and 26 assists 
and 32 penalty minutes in 67 games with 
the Whalers last season, was drafted in the 
second round (33rd overall) by the Dallas 
Stars. 

He wasn’t too surprised when the 
Dallas Stars’ general manager, Doug 
Armstrong called him at home in Whitby, 
Ontario to tell him the good news. 

“I’ve been in touch with Dallas,” Neal 
said in a press release. “They showed a lot 
of interest I had a feeling they might take 
me. It was between a couple of teams that 
talked to me a lot—Dallas and 
Florida. Bottom line. I’m thrilled to go to 
Dallas. They have a couple of slots open¬ 
ing up.” 


Neal was rated 19th overall among 
North American skaters in the final 
Central Scouting Services (CSS) rating and 
49th overall among all NHL prospects by 
the International Scouting Services (ISS). 

“Neal’s a big strong kid that goes to the 
net well,” said Dallas scout Jim Johnstoa 
“He’s got good hands and is a good two- 
way guy.
